Declaration of Principal 

The House Appropriations Committee has 
made a real and dramatic start on the job of cutting 
waste out of the government— and in stopping the 
trend toward socialism. : ■ 

This happened on April 23, when the Interior 
Department's budget came up for consideration. 
The committee slashed one-third— $202,473,181— from 
the figure submitted by President Truman before he 
left office. Much of this was taken from appropria- 
tions for existing and proposed socialized electric- 
power projects. 

The committee also Issued a policy declaration, 
which laid down certain all-Important principles. 
One is "that government should enter the power busi- 
ness "only with those functions or activities which 
private enterprise cannot or will not undertake." 
Another is that "in all future projects or new starts, 
which include transmissions lines, private enterprise 
shall be urged to take the Initiative in constructing, 
owning and operating such works before money Is 
made available for federal construction." A third la 
that in the case of power projects now under way 
private enterprise should "be taken into partnership 
to build, own and operate that part of each project 
that can be handled by private ownership under 
conditions that protect the interest of all the people." 

This stand upholds the principle that govern- 
ment has no business to spend our tax money on any 
power project so long as private enterprise is willing 
and a"ble to do the job. The willingness and ability 
of private enterprise Is beyond argument— it can 
handle the biggest and costliest undertakings in 
stride. Every taxpayer and every believer In free- 
dom should applaud the committee's action and 
declaration of principle. 

* * * 
Horsepower Is the, Key 

Horsepower — machine-produced horsepower- 
has been of immeasurable benefit to the farmer. 
The benefits to all the rest of us, who buy and eat 
and wear the produce of the land, has been equally 
important and spectacular. 

Writing in The National Grange Monthly, L. E. 
Childers of the U. S. Department of Agriculture has 
this to say: "Years ago it was demonstrated that a 
strong, healthy man working at a capstan— the sort 
of treadmill still used in some primitive areas of 
the world for converting human energy into mechan- 
ical power, could develop about one-tenth horse- 
power for an eight hour day. On that basis it would 
cost about $10 for each horsepower hour of power 
development by man labor, assuming a wage of a 
dollar an hour, 

"It would be totally impossible, ot course, in this 
day and age to meet the needs of food production 
with that kind of power at such a price." Mr. Chil- 
ders went on to point out that each farm worker

come one hour later, the theatre 
would have been crammed with 
children. 

The furious gale, accompanied by 
an almost horizontal thundershow- 
er, lashed out at Lake county at 
4:30 p. m. Like a violent whip it 
snapped the wooden roof off the 
Holiday theatre and deposited it in 
the street. Then it heaved down 
the theatre walls, one by one, 
smashing 16-inch concrete blocks 
into the seats where an hour later 
kids would have been sitting, 
munching pop corn. 

"The roof seemed to float off the 
building like a bird, and then 
whooshed to the street," Mrs, Vio- 
let Grabe, a witness to the freak 
accident told reporters. "Then the 
rear wall blew in, like a mountain- 
slide." 

Edward A. Menkc, district super- 
intendent of the Public Service Co. 
of Northern Illinois, said the storm 
was one of the worst this area has 
suffered in recent years. He said 
the company received more than 
500 colls after the. -storm passed, 
and the telephone switchboard "lit 
up like a Christmas tree." 
Many Phones Out 

J, M. Littler, district telephone 
manager of the Antioch-Liberty- 
ville. area, said that som e 300 
phones were put out of commission 
by the storm— most of them in the 
Libertyville vicinity. 

The U. S. Weather Bureau in 
Chicago said that the middle west 
has already been pelted with twice 
as many tornadoes as the yearly 
average total, and warned that 
more will probably come. 

Safest place to be, they said, is 
the southwest corner of your base- 
ment, because that's the direction 
the storms usually come from. 

A tornado usually gives about 5 
minutes' warning, the weather bu- 
reau advised. First it feels as 
though a thunderstorm were on the 
way. Then there is an ear-splitting 
noise like a fast train approaching. 

The weather expert also ex- 
plaijgd that buildings are not 
bletwri in by tornadoes, but rather 
they are sucked out. He said the 
storm creates such a vacuum that 
the pressure inside a building blows 
the roof off and the walls out. 

If you're on the highway when 
a tornado approaches, the weather- 
man advised, you can usually spot 
its course and outrun it. He said 
the center of the storm travels 
only 20 to 50 miles an hour, •
